Army Out of Saghalin 


Mainland. 


BY RODERICK MATHESON. 
[Chicago Foreign News Service.] 


TOKIO; July 14.—The foreign of- 
fice today formally announced its de- 
cision to withdraw the Japanese forces 


from the mainland section of the prov- 
ince of Saghalin, thus clearing Siberia. 
Tokio has ordered its troops to con- 
tinue to occupy the Russian half of 
Sachalin island pending the Niko 
laevsk settlement. An official of the 
foreign office says that Japan will con- 
tinue the occupation indefinitely, 
awaiting negotiations, the initiative of 
which must come from Moscow. 3 

Meanwhile the Japanese are thor- 
oughly exploring the island for oil, and 
are doing some test boring. The re- 
sults have not been announced. 

The Japanese press and a large sec- 
tion of the public are heartily denounc- 
ing the announced plan for army re- 
ductions, which is described as prac- 
tically nothing in comparison with the 
pubic demand. The reductions, the 
majority of the press declares, are 
paper reductions, hardly affecting the 
number of men with the colors, where- 
in real reductions are demanded.

were classics did not excuse the defendant. The 
judge sapiently remarked that the existence of 
expurgated editions of the works is conclusive 
that certain portions of them are not fit for the 
average reader. 


The remark is typical of the censorial viewpoint. 


and a reductio ad absurdum. In the first place, 
expurgution does not imply anything about the 
average reader. It implies that the passages are 
not suitable for some readers. They occur in works 
of genius and are the production of genius. Men 
and women properly educated and ot normal 
mental and moral habit decept them as such. To 
immature readers they may bring injury; and, 
therefore, there are expurgited copies, so that 
_ young readers may have the acquaintance of 
classic works during the period of education. Ex- 
purgated copies are for special use, not for the 
average reader, 

But the judicial assumption in this case is 
worthy of more consideration. It is, in effect, that 
the court under this law may determine what is 
fit for the average reader. In this case the judge 
determined that the average reader ought riot to 
read Rabelais and Boccaccio. Why not in another 
case Shakespeare and the Old Testament? 

When we turn over to a censor the right to 
decide what is fit for the average reader, we have 
‘thrown away our liberty of thought and conscience. 
We have chosen an official to decide for us what 
We ought to feel and think and know. A great 
genius, who has been read, studied, and admired 
by generations of men, has chosen to express cer- 
tain thoughts, and we put it into the power of 
some second rate intelligence to overrule the genius 
and tell us we must not read what he has written. 
Ie that wise or self-respecting, or even safe? If 
we let officials and boards determine what we 
average readers—shali read, it is but a step to 
having them say what we shall think and speak. 

But there is another implication of this doctrine 
of censorship. It we were to concede that Rabelais 
and Boccaccio are not fit for the average man, how 
about the man above the average? Is he to be shut 
off from works of genius, which his superior intel- 
lect and moral qualities permit him to read with 
benefit? It not, how is he to get them if the cen- 
sorship prohibits their transportation, and prob- 


ably even their publication? | Edi toria f the | 


Too much of our legislation ie based on the 
theory that most of us are mororis or defectives 
and cannot be trusted with freedom to make our 
own decisions in private conduct. Now we have 
a judicial decision based on the assumption that 
the “average reader” cannot be trusted to read a 
classic if it contains obscene passages. The rights 
of those above the average apparentiy are un- 
worthy of consideration. 

Group clamor, minority legislation, majority in - 
difference, and a rather general tendency to boss 
our neighbor are making inroads upon individual 


liberty and private conscience which cannot but 


deo demoralizing and will be bitterly regretted. We 
are accepting it weakly because all of these in- 
roads are proposed as moral crusades. Resistance 
is denounced as sympathy with immorality, and 
we lack sufficient respect and devotion to the ideal 
dot human freedom to defy such denunciation and 
keep up a vigorous wer against ali attacks upon 
our liberties, whatever guise of moral purpose it 
may wear. 
Americans need more intellectual and moral inde- 
pendence, more respect for one another's right to 
‘form and hold his own free judgment in matters 
‘of morals and of taste. We are victims of herd 
fear, and, though we have the freest institutions, 
are afraid to enjoy the freedom they guarantee us.
